Dr.  John  Harr  Recalls  Close  Games, 
Competition,  Homecoming  Heartaches 


REI-’LECTING  ON  PAST  homecomings  at  MSC,  Dr.  John  Harr 
recalls  experiences  of  the  19  years  he  has  been  chairman  of 
Homecoming. 


During  the  19  years  he  has 
been  chairman  of  Homecoming 
at  MSC,  Dr.  .lolin  Harr  has  ac- 
accumulatcd  a  rich  store  of 
memories. 

He  related  that  lie  and  Ever¬ 
ett  W.  Brown,  Director  of 
Field  Services,  arc  the  only 
members  of  tlie  original  com¬ 
mittee  remaining  on  campus  to 
revise  and  Iry  to  improve 
Homecoming  at  MSC.  The  com¬ 
mittee  was  responsible  for 
changes  initiated  at  tiie  1947 
Homecoming,  tlie  first  to  fea¬ 
ture  a  parade,  variety  show, 
and  house  decorations. 

Only  10  or  11  area  bands 
performed  in  tlic  first  pa¬ 
rade,  as  compared  to  the 
179  units  sehcdtiled  for  to¬ 
morrow  morning’s  spec¬ 
tacular.  Tlic  first  variety 
sliow  had  only  one  perform¬ 
ance,  but,  due  to  its  evolv¬ 
ing  popularity  as  years 
went  by,  it  is  now  present¬ 
ed  two  nights  to  capacity 
crowds. 

In  the  liistory  of  MSC  Home¬ 
coming  many  methods  of 
choosing  a  queen  have  been 
employed.  Tliey  range  from 
the  1947  event,  when  eacli  cam¬ 
pus  organization  sponsored  a 
candidate  and  judges  selected 
the  queen,  to  the  holding  of  a 
primary  and  general  election, 
and  to  the  current  regulations 
for  entering  a  queen  candidate 
for  election  by  tlie  student 
body. 

Tlie  football  game  has  al¬ 
ways  been  the  main  event  of 
Homecoming,  Dr.  Harr  said. 
In  1947  the  Bearcats  posted  a 
7-0  victory  over  Springfield. 
Dr.  Harr  remembers  the  1952 
Homecoming  game  as  the  most 
exciting  he  has  witnessed  here. 
In  that  game  MSC  squeezed 
past  the  previously  unbeaten 
Kirksville  squad,  28-27.  Home¬ 
coming  game  attendance  has 
grown  from  1947,  when  2,000 
was  a  big  crowd,  to  a  sta¬ 
dium  filled  with  over  10,000  last 
year. 

Biochemistry  Course 
To'Be  Offered  af-MSC 

As  an  expansion  of  its  cur¬ 
riculum,  the  cliemistry  depart¬ 
ment  will  offer  a  course  in 
biochemistry  next  fall. 

This  course  will  be  conduct¬ 
ed  primarily  for  chemistry, 
biology,  pre-medical,  and  pre¬ 
dental  majors. 


The  annual  dance  following 
the  game  has  consistently 
drawn  good  attendance.  Invari¬ 
ably  it  has  featured  well-known 
bands  and  has  been  well  at¬ 
tended  by  alumni. 

“Honiecomiug  has  meant 
many  headaches,  irrita¬ 
tions,  and  tremendous  con¬ 
sumption  of  time.  One  of 
the  compensations,  how¬ 
ever,  is  getting  to  work 
with  other  members  of  (he 
faculty  and  students  in  a 
non  -  academic  situation,” 
Dr.  Harr  said  in  discussing 
his  duties  as  chairman  of 
Homecoming. 

The  long-time  leader  has 
witnessed  a  multitude  of  heart¬ 
aches  connected  with  the  event 
but  thinks  that  the  competi¬ 
tive  nature  of  Homecoming  has 
facilitated  student  maturity. 

“Many  of  tlic  student 
leaders  have  really  major¬ 
ed  in  Homecoming  for  (he 
period  before  the  event,” 
chuckled  Dr.  llarr.  “Much 
credit  should  go  to  the  los¬ 
ers  however,”  he  added, 
because  never  has  any 
group  been  able  to  rest  on 
its  laurels.” 

Being  chairman  of  Home¬ 
coming  would  api^ear  to  be  a 
full-time  job  for  anyone,  but 
Dr.  Harr  still  has  found  time 
in  the  past  for  serving  as  as¬ 
sistant  football  coach.  He  has 


been  a  sponsor  of  Sigma  Tau 
Gamma  fraternity  for  20  years, 
a  sponsor  since  1948  of  Kappa 
Delta  Pi  honorary  scholastic 
fraternity  in  education,  and 
the  efficient,  alert -for-n  e  w- 
ideas  chairman  of  the  Division 
of  Social  Science.’ 

Truly,  Dr.  Harr  will  never 
be  content  to  “rest  on  his 
laurels,”  although  he  reports 
that  this  will  be  his  last  chair- 
mansliip  of  Homecoming.

I  Another  IIVIB  department 
is  the  ciicriculum  laborato¬ 
ry.  This  is  mainly  for  stu¬ 
dents  and  faculty  who  are 
working  in  methods  cours¬ 
es.  It  includes  textbooks, 
workbooks,  tcachiug  mami- 
els,  pampiilcts,  and  other 
curricular  materials  such 
as  resource  material, 
j  About  3,000  sample  textbooks 
are  in  the  curriculum  labora- 
itory  now.  Teachers  in  the 
[Northwest.  Missouri  area  and 
those  on  campus  can  analyze 
these  texts  to  become  famUiar 
with  new  material  presented. 

A  production  department  is 
being  organized.  It  will  include 
actual  production  of  visual  ma¬ 
terials  such  as  transparencies, 
charts,  and  posters.  Plans  for 
photographic  service  for  tak¬ 
ing  and  developing  still  and 
motion  pictures  are  being  con¬ 
sidered.  Audio  services  con¬ 
sist  of  taping  lectures  and  vari¬ 
ous  sound  activities.  Senator 
McGee’s  speech  was  recorded 
at  the  recent  NWM  Teachers’ 
meeting.  Other  campus  serv¬ 


ices  rendered  by  IMB  include 
consultation  with  students  and 
faculty  and  previews  of  films. 

At  present,  laboratory  sfes- 
sions  are  held  for  the  students 
in  audio-visual  classes  to  learn 
how  to  <^rate  equipment  as 
in  the  accompanying  picture. 
Mr.  Boone  stated  tliat  it  is  his 
plan  to  have  such  instructional 
lab  sessions  in  the  near  future 
for  anyone  interested. 

Off-campus  services  are 
also  provided.  'Fhese  in- 
dude  renibig  projectiea 
materials  and  giving  or 
aiding  in  various  programs. 
Extension  and  Saturday 
classes  are  also  held  in.  the 
audfo-visual  area. 

IMB  headquarters  consists 
of  10  rooms  on  the  first  floor 
o£  Wells  Library.
